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The Civil War Dictionary. By Mark Mayo 
Boatner. Maps and diagrs. by Allen C. 
Northop and Lowell I. Miller. New 
York, David McKay Co., Inc., [c1959]. 
xvi, 974p. illus. maps. 22cm. cloth $15. 
Encyclopedic in scope and inclusiveness, 

this first authoritative dictionary of the 
Civil War is a reference guide for the 
serious student and the general reader. 
Its compiler, Colonel Boatner, formerly 
assistant professor of military history at 
the U.S. Military Academy as well as an 
officer in the field, is the author of Army 
Lore (Tokyo: Pacific Stars and Stripes, 
1954) and Military Customs and Traditions 
(New York: McKay, 1956). With the as- 
sistance of specialists in Civil War his- 
tory Colonel Boatner, after many years of 
research, has produced a volume which 
brings together in convenient form a great 
deal of information on the Civil War, much 
of it difficult to locate elsewhere. 

The Civil War Dictionary contains over 
4,000 entries according to the book jacket, 
including “about 2,000 succinct biograph- 
ical sketches; campaigns and battles, the 
20 major campaigns, an equal number of 
lesser ones, all the major battles, and 
many hundreds of lesser battles, engage- 
ments, skirmishes, organizations, .. . naval 
engagements; weapons, . . . issues and 
incidents; military terms and definitions; 
politics; literature; and statistics.” Ac- 
cording to the Introduction, Confederate 
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officers are not covered so well as Union 
officers. 

Throughout the text are black-and- 
white line maps of battles. In addition, 
there are end-paper maps showing the 
Eastern and Western theaters and a 14- 
page Atlas of Sectional Maps Covering the 
Civil War Area. There is a table of con- 
tents to the Atlas. The closing pages con- 
tain a List of Authorities Cited, which 
provides a brief bibliography of Civil War 
history, mostly military. 

Colonel Boatner clearly states the pur- 
pose of the book in his Introduction. “First, 
this book is more for the researcher and 
the serious student ... than it is for the 
casual reader. .. . Second, the emphasis 
is on inclusiveness rather than compre- 
hensiveness—in other words, on briefly 
covering the maximum number of im- 
portant subjects rather than attempting a 
more detailed treatment of a smaller num- 
ber of selected high spots. Third, the book 
is designed more to point the way to 
further research than to attempt to be 
the ultimate source book of Civil War 
history.” Colonel Boatner goes on to 
say, “Major personalities and events will 
be treated very briefly, and will emphasize 
basic facts, dates, and figures. On the 
other hand . . . you will find characters, 
battles, and events that you would have 
to spend many hours searching for in 
other reference works.” 

The main article on General William 
Tecumseh Sherman is only one page in 
length and illustrates the system of cross 
references used in the Dictionary. Cross 
references to campaigns are in small cap- 
ital letters. The reference Chattanooga 
Campaign is a six-page article divided by 
double spacing to set off the various 
battles, each of which is discussed sep- 
arately. Following through on every cross 
reference in the Sherman article to the 
campaign articles shows there are 2014 
pages and 3 maps. Within the articles on 
the campaigns, there are other references 
in addition to 12 references to battles. 

The book is filled with a wealth of de- 
tails and little-known, elusive informa- 
tion: horses, famous; Sherman’s horses; 
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thanks of Congress; “Soldier’s Battle”; 
“Saviour of the Valley” (a nickname). 
There are a few quotations: “If any man 
attempts to haul down the American flag, 
shoot him on the spot”; “Fight it out on 
this line if it takes all summer.” On a 
single page are calendars for the years 
1860 to 1865 making it possible to deter- 
mine the day of the week of a particular 
date. There are many definitions of terms 
such as panada, lob-scouse, salt beef, and 
swamp angel. 

Authorities are cited, usually in pa- 
rentheses; entries are alphabetical, letter 
by letter; there are many see references 
within articles. The pages are double- 
columned but not crowded. However, the 
valuable maps and charts would be lost 
in rebinding. 

The Civil War Dictionary provides the 
basic facts about dates, persons, and 
events, and it gives unique bits of infor- 
mation on the Civil War. It is recom- 
mended for libraries and homes. 


Guide to Art Reference Books [by] Mary 
.W. Chamberlin. Chicago, American 
Library Association, 1959. xiv, 418p. 
25cm. cloth $10. 

This volume attempts to organize sys- 
tematically and evaluate the literature of 
art history for the guidance of the general 
and special librarian, the student of art 
or library science, the professional art 
historian, and the general reader. As 
stated in the Preface, it includes “the 
basic reference tools as well as the re- 
sources for the most advanced research 

. not only the small handbooks and 
ready+reference works which are found 
in almost every library and are available 
to individuals, but also the great encyclo- 
pedias, corpus works, and the more rarely 
encountered sources of highly specialized 
information.” 

Mary W. Chamberlin, the compiler and 
annotator of this work, holds a graduate 
degree in art history from Columbia Uni- 
versity and since 1939 has been on the 
staff of the Columbia University Fine Arts 
Library, of which she is now the librarian. 
Her experience in art reference work has 
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given her a realization of the need for such 
a guide to the available material and has 
well qualified her to compile it. In the 
selection of titles for inclusion she has 
had the advice of specialists in the various 
subjects as well as other art librarians. 

Of the scope of the Guide, Miss Cham- 
berlin says in her Preface, “The Guide 
covers the literature of architecture, paint- 
ing, sculpture, prints and engravings, 
drawings, and the applied arts—roughly, 
that which is included in the Fine Arts 
(N) section of the Library of Congress 
Classification Scheme. The peripheral 
fields omitted were advertising art, arms 
and armor, book arts, calligraphy, cari- 
cature, city planning, the dance, heraldry, 
‘how to do it’ books, interior decoration 
(except for furniture and textiles#hvhich 
are included), landscape gardening, nu- 
mismatics, photography, postage stamps, 
posters, and theater arts.” 

Most of the titles included are of the 
type usually considered reference works, 
i.e., dictionaries, encyclopedias, bibliog- 
raphies, and indexes. Also included are 
many basic histories and handbooks not 
often classified as strictly reference ma- 
terials. Monographs on irdividuai artists, 
catalogs of public and private collections, 
exhibition catalogs, guidebooks, and pic- 
ture books have been omitted except 
where they provide the best material on 
a subject. 

Information given for each title in- 
cludes complete bibliographical data and 
an annotation which lists the various 
editions, summarizes and evaluates the 
work, and not infrequently gives detailed 
contents notes. Annotations often indi- 
cate whether the work under considera- 
tion is scholarly or popular in tone, 
whether the illustrations are of good 
quality, and whether the work is the only 
or the most comprehensive one on the 
subject. Annotations are sufficiently de- 
tailed to give the pros>ective user or pur- 
chaser of the work a good idea of its 
character. 

The Contents lists the following chap- 
ters, with indications of the subdivisions: 
Bibliography, Indexes, Directories, Sales 


Records, Reproductions, Dictionaries and 
Encyclopedias, Biography, Iconography, 
Methodology, Histories and Handbooks of 
Art, Architecture, Sculpture, Drawings, 
Paintings, Prints and Engravings, Applied 
Arts, Documents and Sources, Periodicals, 
and Series. Details of the arrangement 
within each of these categories are given 
in the Preface, as well as in the sub- 
divisions listed in the Contents. Since 
book arts as such are omitted from the 
Guide, material on illuminated manu- 
scripts is found in the various national 
subdivisions of the chapter on painting. 

Each of the 2,565 entries is assigned a 
code number, to which reference is made 
in the Index and in the cross references. 
Location of these code numbers is greatly 
facilitated by their being in boldface type 
and placed above and at the left of their 
corresponding entries. 

Within the annotations, references (in 
italics) are made to related publications 
listed elsewhere in the Guide, and many 
of the chapter subdivisions are followed 
by see also references to related material 
listed in other sections. 

Running heads indicate inclusive code 
numbers, chapter titles, and subdivisions. 

The Index contains entries for authors, 
joint authors, corporate authors, series, 
some titles, and some broad subjects 
(Architecture, Painting) with indications 
of their various aspects. Almost entirely 
lacking are cross references from unused 
parts of compound surnames. 

Although the closing date for publica- 
tions included in the Guide was January 1, 
1958, many 1958 and 1959 imprints were 
added while the volume was in prep- 
aration. Most of the very few inaccuracies 
noted can be attributed to changes which 
have occurred since the stated closing date. 

No indication is given as to whether a 
title is out of print, and no prices are 
given. 

Particularly useful features of the 
Guide are the chapters Documents and 
Sources, Periodicals, and Series and the 
Appendix on Special Collections and Re- 
sources. 

Chapter 17, Documents and Sources, at- 
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tempts to identify the basic art historical 
sources in their most frequently used 
editions and includes primary sources 
with publication dates ranging from 1485 
to 1957. Documents include published 
collections of archival material and letters. 

Chapter 18, Periodicals, lists 250 art 
periodicals, giving for each its complete 
publication history, an annotation describ- 
ing the character of its contents and its 
usefulness, and an indication of where it 
is indexed. 

Chapter 19, Series, lists in alphabetical 
order some 119 of the most imnortant and 
frequently used series of art bocks. An- 
notations sometimes include a comp'et2 
listing of the titles published in the series, 
but in most cases a selection has been 
made of titles which indicate the scope 
and range of the series. It should be noted 
that certain series (for example, “Le 
Peintre-Graveur Illustré” and the “Ox- 
ford History of English Art’) are listed 
in the sections devoted to their relevant 
subject matter, rather than in the chapter 
on series, so it is necessary to consult the 
Index to locate a particular series. Some 


of-the series listed in other chapters are 
included in the see also references at the 
end of the series chapter. Individual au- 
thors of the titles listed in series in chap- 
ter 19 are occasionally included in the 
Index. 


The Appendix on Special Collections 
and Resources, intended to inform the 
scholar as to where his research may best 
be carried out, lists the most important 
art research libraries in the United States 
and western Europe, with brief descrip- 
tions of their collections, addresses, names 
and titles of persons in charge, and dates 
of founding. Some 17 American and 59 
European libraries are included. Most of 
the information was gathered firsthand by 
Miss Chamberlin. 

The Guide to Art Reference Books is by 
far the most ambitious compilation of its 
kind yet undertaken. Two earlier art 
bibliographies which have become stand- 
ard works, Books on Art, a Foundation 
List (Cambridge, Mass.: Fogg Museum of 
Art, Harvard University, 1938) and The 


Harvard List of Books on Art (Cambridge, 
Mass.: Harvard University Press, 1952) 
both compiled by E. Louise Lucas, contain 
no annotations, were compiled for a quite 
different purpose and therefore contain 
different material from ‘that found in the 
Guide. Miss Chamberlin attempts to or- 
ganize and evaluate the entire literature 
of art history; Miss Lucas intended to sug- 
gest basic titles as a “nucleus for the de- 
velopment of a general fine arts library,” 
and her Harvard List emphasizes those 
books easily obtainable, omitting some of 
the older titles. Miss Lucas’ earlier list 
contains some 79 periodicals without an- 
notations which were omitted from her 
later list. Each of Miss Lucas’ compilations 
lists approximately 1,000 monographs on 
individual artists, a category omitted from 
the Guide. This feature assures the con- 
tinuing usefulness of the older lists. 

At first glance, it is surprising to note 
that some 19 titles included in the relevant 
subject areas of the Q section of Winchell 
are omitted from the Guide, but closer in- 
vestigation reveals that the omitted titles 
are chiefly general histories, technical 
handbooks, and superseded or inaccurate 
reference works. 

The Guide to Art Reference Books is 
sturdily bound in pyroxylin impregnated 
dark blue cloth. The text is legibly printed 
in a double-column page. 

The accuracy, up-to-dateness, and com- 
prehensiveness (within its stated scope) 
of the Guide to Art Reference Books make 
it a basic source of information on the 
literature of art. It is therefore recom- 
mended for purchase by art libraries, by 
public, college, and university libraries, 
and by individuals.
